con gress tod ay. Amon g other thin gs 


the presid en t says: 
I recommen d a law prohibitin g all 
corporation s from con tiibutin g to the 
campaign ex pen ses of an y party. Such 
a bill has alread y passed on e house 
of con gress. 
Let in d ivid uals con trib­ 
ute as they d esire; but let us prohibit 
in effective fashion ail corporation s 
from makin g con tribution s for an y po­ 
litical 'purpose, d irectly or in d irectly. 
Govern men t's Right of Appeal 
An other bill which has passed just 
on e house of con gress an d which it is 
urgen tly n ecessary should be en acted 
in to law is that con ferrin g upon the 
govern men t the right of appeal iii 
crim in al cases on question s of law. 
This right ex ists 
in 
man y of the 
states; it ex ists in the D istrict of # o- 
^ lumbia by act of con gress. 
It is of 
course n ot proposed that in an y case 
a verd ict for the d efen d an t on the 
m erits should he set asid e. Recen tly ^ 
in on e in stan ce where the govern men t 
had in d icted ceitain person s for con ­ 
spiracy in con n ection with rebates, 
the court sustain ed the d e'fen d an t's 
d em urrer: while in an other jurisd ic­ 
tion an in d ictmen t for con spiracy to 
obtain rebates ha» been sustain ed 
by 
the court, con viction s obtain ed un d er 
H. an d two d efen d an ts sen ten ced to 
fn iprison men t. 
The two cases reter- 
^red may n ot be in real con ilict witn 
each other, but it ^ un fortun ate that 
there should be even an apparen t con ­ 
flict. 
Settin g Asid e Jud gmen ts. 
In con n ection with this m atter, I 
would like to call atten tion to the 
very un satisfactory state of our crim­ 
in al law, resuliin g in large part from 
th e habit of settin g asid e the jud g­ 
m en ts of in ferior courts on tcchn t 
calitles absolutely un con n ected with 
the m erits of the case, an d where 
there is n o attem pt to show that there 
has been an y failure of substan tial 
Justice. 
It would be well to en act a 
law provid in g somethin g to the effect 
th at: 
Jud gmen t shall be set asid e d r 
irial gran ted In an y cause, civil 
Crimin al, on the groun d ©f misd i­ 
rection of the Jury or the improiier 
ad mission or rejection of evid en ce, or 
for error as to an y m atter of plead in g 
or proced ure un less, In the opin ion 
of the court to which the application 
Is mad e, after an ex amin ation of the 
en tire cause, it shall affirmatively ap­ 
pear that the error complain ed of has 
resulted in a miscarriage of justice. 
M atter of In jun ction . 
In my last message I suggested the 
en acluien t of a law In con n ection 
with the issuan ce of in jun ction s, at­ 
ten tion havin g been sharply d rawn 
to the m atter by the d eman d that 
the light of applyin g in jun ction s in 
labor cases should be v.holly abolish­ 
ed . 
It is at least d oubtful whether 
a law abolishin g altogether the use 
of in jun ction s 
in such cases would 
stan d the test 'bf the courts, in which 
case of course the legislation would 
be fn effcciivo. 
Moreover, I believe 
it wo iiil 0 3 Vi-ron g altogether to pro­ 
hibit the uae U in jun ction s. 
It is 
crim in al to perin lt sympathy for crim­ 
in als to vveake:i our han d s in uphold ­ 
in g the law; 
an d if men 
seek to 
d estn V P .' c: porperty by mob vio­ 
len ce Ther^ shcuid be n o imi>airmeai 
of the power of the courts to d eai 
with them in the most summary an d 
.effective way possible. 
But so far as 
possible the us:i of the power should 
be provid ed again st by some such iaw 
as I ad vocated last year.
